DEBBIE SLAPPED Trotsky 
lovingly and smartly across the 
snoul. ‘'It's because of how the other 
dogs treated him when he was a 
puppy," she explained, “That's why 
he’s so nervous and aggressive. 
Down, Trotsky!" 
The flop-eared German Shepherd 
had snapped at my hindquarters 
_ when I came to visit Kibbutz Elifaz, 


half an hour north of Eilat by car. It, 


was April Fool's Day. The other pets 
in the place ~ there are 15 dogs, 
seven puppies and 9 cat — were 
friendlier. The Dog-Li on which 
Trotsky and the rest are fed is paid 
for out of the young kibbutz's 
budget. 

“Have you noticed how all the 
dogs here have names of people?” 
one of the young people asked. ‘Do 
you-see how much we stroke and pat 
them?” 

Debbie sat outdoors in this settle- 
ment in the middle of the desert 
mending a fishing net while the 
Mozart sounded from a transistor 
radio. 

Everyone at Elifaz is young and no 
one, as yet, has children. Debbie's 
grandmother, Mrs. Martha Pag- 
liaro, who had just flown back to 
England after a two-week stay, had 
made a startling sight in the dining- 
room, where the red-headed ltai, no 
more Jewish than Debbie is, super- 
vises the food. 

Itai calls himself the grand-dad of 
Elifaz, because he’s 29 years old. 
The average age is 24. There are 50 
people on the place, half of them 
women, half men. Elifaz is spon- 
sored by Hashomer Hatza'ir. When 

Housing Minister David Levy drop- 
ped in by helicopter recently to help 
mark Elifaz’s transformation from a 
Nahal outpost to a civilian settle- 
ment, he urged the fresh-faced kib- 
butzniks to make lots of children. 

“There’s no anti-child policy as 
such,” the cheerful Itai said. “Τῆς 
only thing is, we don’t accept fami-

moved out of trailers and int 
houses, people are talking about 
kids.

Itai, from Portiind, Oregon, con- 
sults the Muusewood Cookbook and 
The Enchanted Broceoli Forest 
cookbook te prepare simple, tasty 
fare for his comrades. 

“People will get married before 

they have children, and nabody's 
married yet," said Edna. She works 
in the kitchen too and seems less 
happy about life than Hai.

toop labour in the blazing sun is

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healthy, but as time begins to tell, 
you have to be a fanatic indeed to go 
on. Besides, agriculture, including 
the dairy business, is achancy thing- 
one seuison mity be good, the nexta 
write-off, depending on prices, 
weather, exchange rates, inter- 
ministerial politics. 

Hezi from Jerusalem, who will be 
the boss of the cows when they 
arrive, is perfectly aware of this. On 
the one hand, he hus hopes of mak- 
ing a success of the dairy, for though 
the milk given in this climate has # 
lower fat content, and thus doesn’t 
fetch the highest price, livestock in 
the desert are less susceptible to 
disease. Besides, the Jewish Agency 
has been more than generous in 
providing [he most up-to-date equip- 
ment.

On the other hand, said Hezi, 
there are very few, if any, kibbutzim 
ahywhere in the country these duys 
which stay in the black consistently 
while depending on agriculture. ft 
doesn’t matter whether they use 
Arabs and volunteers to pick the 
crops and keep the cows happy. or 
break their own backs. Only factor- 
ies, only the right kind of industry, 
enn give a kibbutz a steady living. 

“There's no substitule for indus- 
try,” young Hezi told me on the way 
back from the automated, nearly- 
finished dairy, which presumably 
bas heen sited downwind from the 
living quarters of Elifaz. The wind 
carried tiny bits of flesh-coloured 
grit and lodged them between the’ 
teeth. "Ihe question is, what kind of 
industry? We're at a disadvantage 
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down here becaitse of transportation 
costs. We'd have to produce some- 
thing small and lightweight, prefer- 
ably hi-tech. Something interesting 
to make - we don’t want to be 
Charlie Chaplin in Modern Times. 
The regional council is helping us 
look for an answer." 


“COULD YOU live in the city? 
Could you live in Jerusslem?" I asked 
Hezi. 

“[ wouldn't want to try," he said. 
“The dossim are tuking over.” 

Debbie too found it hard to under- 
stand how anyone could choose to 
live in Jerusalem — the discord be- 
tween Jews and Arabs is what 
bothers her and is the reason why she 
didn’t take her grandmother tour- 
ing. 


In other words, the people of 
Elifaz have it both harder and easier. 
The sun in another week or two will 
be turning the air into a burning, 
fiery furnace. The flies will swarm. 
Work outdvors will be possible only 
early in the morning and late in the 
afternoon. The other daylight hours 
will have to be spent behind lowered 
shutters and under the blast of air- 
conditioners. On the other hand, 
down in the desert on the decent side 
of the Green Line, right next to the 
problem-free Jordaniun border, a 
Jew or anyone who is throwing his ur 
her Jot in with the Jews, is spared 
some of the vexation which is the 
daily bread of the rest of us. 


LESS THAN two weeks later, the 
youngsters at Elifaz celebrated the 
eve of Pessah in their own way, They 
recited from the xeroxed “Elitaz 
Haggatia” such phrases as “Know 
from whence you come and where 
you're going,” and “Revolutionary 
‘societies struggling lo shake louse 
from oppressive tradition must also 
set store by the pearls of that tradi- 
tion.” τ 

There were matzot on the table, 
but bread was available in (he kitch- 
en. The four questions were posed, 
the story of the plagues recounted, 
the poetry of Noami Shemer and Lea 
Goldberg sung, four glasses of wine 
were raised and drunk. There was 
no afikomen for children to find. 

There's no reason why the fecling 
at the Seder shouldn't have been as 
good as on April Fool's Day-even if 
at the Seder there wasn’t any deep- 
dish dirt pie which the victims dug 
into while their comrades tried to 
stifle guffaws. 

“Don't make it sound like this 
place is all fun and games,” Debbie 
requested, a fly playing over her 
unlined face.

Gordon has been variously de- 
scribed as “the last innocent in Jew- 
ish politics," “a babe in the Zionist 
woods,” and “the last Zionist,” but 
he doesn't really mind all these 
epithets. 

“Only the so-called naives of this 
world are those who move and 
change things,” he says. ‘Sceptics 
and cynics never built a thing. We 
are going through spiritually difficuit 
times, but behind us are thousands 
of years of Jewish moral depth, ta- 
lent, resourcefulness and initiative." 

Last month, Gordon announced 
tha he is seeking the Labour Party 
central committee's nomination for 
the chairmanship of the World Zion- 
ist Organization and the Jewish 
Agency executive, due to be relin- 
quished by Arye Duizin at the Zion- 
ist Congress in December, Much as 
he covets the position, Gordon, true 
to his image of the rare political good 
guy, will not disparage Dulzin, even 
in the wake of the Emest Japhet- 
Bank Leumi scandal. 

Gordon's naivete is to be found 
not only in his Zionist rhetoric and 
the idealistic fervour he preaches to 
a cynical age. His attitude to his 
party appears no less trusting and 
sincere. He is the first to admit that 
he faces an uphill struggle within the 

arty, but also confesses to being an 
incurable optimist. 

“T know that despair and de- 
spondency are terribly fashionable," 
he says. “Everyone is down in the 
dumps, but tears are no substitute 
for a master plan. A man is truly 
tested just when the cards appear to 
be stacked against him. Nothingis as 
bad asit seems. He who gives up will 
never win.” -

“Each community will have a 
facility of its own where it chooses. 
This will constitute the centrepiece 
of Jewish education in the Diaspora. 
Jewish kids will get a package deal — 
the Hebrew language. Jewish history 
and Eretz Yisrael. This should have 
far-reaching implications for their 
Jewish awareness.” 

He is convinced that without a 
radical new approach, “there is 
almost no chance that Jewish educa- 
tion overseas could preserve a Jew- 
ish nativnal identity against the 

ures of cosmopolitanism and 
liberalism in the West. Jewish educa- 
tion in the Diaspora is a financial 
burden on the parents, and Israel 
can’t be expected to solve the prob- 
lem when its own school system has 
to tighten its belt so drastically. The 
answer must come from Diaspora 
communities, and not from Israel or 
its emissaries.” 

Paradoxically, he maintains that 
Zionism must now seek to streng- 
then the Jewish communities in the 
Diaspora, “to lessen assimilation 
and intermarriage and create com- 
munities more able to stand by 
Israel." | 
It must be faced that “the majority 
of the Jewish people in countries that 
permit free emigration just won't 
come here, and no material induce- 
ments will alter this. Fiery speeches 
are equally useless. Words have far 
less power these days than they used 
to, and admonishing Jews for not 
coming on aliya will not make so 
much asa dent. 

“The solution certainly does not 
lie in insulting those who don’t come 
here. Nor do anti-Semitism and 
adverse political conditions neces- 
sarily bring Jews here, as the South 
African and Iranian examples all too 
sadly illustrate. Besides, we want 
Jews who choose Israel and are not 
driven here, 

“The time has also come to end 
the Israel-as-poor-relation ‘role vis- 
a-vis the Diaspora. The common 
memory of suffering in Europe 
which our parent generation shared 
with the older generation in America 
is gone, and younger generations 
with no pogrom traumas of their own 
are coming to the fore.” 2 

Gordon's wo, 's flow; -and it is 
often hard to interrupt the flow. He 
answers questions almost before 
they are asked, very seriously and 
with never a hint of political small 
talk, And so, he continues, almost 
passionately: 

“The relations of giver and taker 
Gteate bitterness on all sides.

Gordon is shocked that “the piti- 
ful aliya figures don't shock anyone 
in this country.” The average citizen 
should Jose sleep over this, he says, 
because without aliya, our long-term 
existence here is not all that assured. 

“If we want aliya, we must not just 
carp and complain, two things we 
Jews have a natural predilection for. 
We need & new spirit. We must not 
spread our meagre resources thin by 
appealing to all segments of Jewish 
society in the Diaspora. 1 would 
recomend concentrating on the 
young, who are by nature more 
receptive to the idealistic message.” 

Once the oleh arrives, “he must 
not be thrust into a Kafkaesque 
situation which will dispirit him to 
the point of abandoning all thought 
of settling here. Olim don’t leave 
because of disenchantment with the 
Jewish state and the shattering of the 
Zionist dream, as some trendily 
claim. The cause is often nothing but 
bureaucracy.” 


GORDON IS NOT talking theoreti- 
cally. He spent a year doing an 
exhaustive study of the bureaucratic 
impediments in the path of the im- 
migrant, and recently revealed his 
findings to Labour Young Guard 
members. They are horrifying.

Yordim are regarded as people with 
initiative, and they even preach to 
the rest of us. This is no easily- 
curable disease and we are losing 
some of our finest young people 
along with the worst. : 

“Preventive treatment must in- 
clude the teaching of Zionism and 
love of this country in the schools as 
a first step. We must become a naive 
society again. Israel-needs Zionism 
more than Zionism needs Israel.” - 

The kind of Zionism that should 
be inculcated {nto our youngsters,. 
says Gordon, is “a basic Zionism 
witha very broad consensus on 
which all Israelis of all political per- 
suasions can agree. Zionism has 
been battered Enough and it need 
not become the victim of our politic- 


al quarrels.” 


He notes that until 1948, the de- 
finition of a Zionist was relatively 
simple. It Included those who fought 
for an independent Israel and who 


came on aliya.

THE RUMBLINGS from be- 
hind the fron Curtain may well 
indicate that something is really 
happening there and that optim- 
ism about greater aliya from the 
USSR is not all that misplaced, 
Gordon told The Post. 


“Whatever happens, we on 
our part must make sure that we 
are prepared to absorb the olimif 
they do come. What is needed 
above all is a massive public rela- 
tions job within the country to 
make sure that this‘aliya does not 
soon feel as unwelcome as did the 
Russian olim of the early 1970's; 
when they were vilified in Black 
Panther demonstrations and 
greeted with malicious jokes ab- 
out the Volvo and the villa on the 
corner of Dizengoff and Arlosor- 
off. If these are revived, we shall, 
with our own narrow- 
mindedness, be undoing the 
greatest hope for this country's 
future. If the olim are accused of 
being an economic burden, they 
cannot be blamed for not wanting 
to come here. 


“Proper leadership can change 
petty attitudes and our leaders 
must rise to the occasion -- they 
_ must behave as if a great historic 


lishment is not eager for a broad 
consensus, as it thrives on these 
political quarrels, “but the Zionist 
movement and the State of Israel 
have stili not finished their job, and! 
and someone from the Likud still 
have a fot in common here without 
mixing in temporary rivalries.

“This is a crucial time of 
adjustment and acculturation, 
when a lot of love is needed. We 
can provide instruction in Heb- 
rew and a high standard of 
schooling. We are already put- 


teams to meet with young olim 
and answer their queries. There 
will be lots of detailed printed 
material in the various languages 
of the USSR, explaining study 
opportunities, exams, qualifica- 
tions, and so on,” Gordon says. 
“We are getting ready and put- 
ting a lot of heart into it. L just 
hope we really see these olim 
here soon and that we are wise 
enough to love and not to spurn 
them.” 


Gordon defines himself as a “pure 
white dove” politically, “but in the 
Zionist context that is of no more 
than secondary significance. [ prefer 
another million Jews who are mem- 
bers of Gush Emunim in Israel to a 
million socialists in Boston and Be- 
verly Hills. That is why I refuse to 
regard any group in Israel as destruc- 
tive to the Zionist effort. 

“All sorts of reasons and ideolo- 
gies always attracted immigrants 
here,” he sums up. ‘We were always 
a dedicated federation of conflicting 
versions of the Zionist dream. The 
common denominator for all these 
dreams was that you were to fulfil 
them in this country. Iam not always 
proud of cach and every member of 
my family, but we are still family.” 


Another “expert” suggestion 
was to lower the standard of 
schooling for the Ethiopian 
youths. 


“This too was categorically 
ruled out. We have enormously- 
motivated kids here. Unlike 
some of our sabras who pray their 
teacher will be sick and missa day 
of sctiool, the Ethiopians get to 
class carly in the hope that the 
lesson will start before the bell.

“WE'VE ESTABLISHED a new 
standard," said Arye Al-Alouf, who 
in fact represents something of anew 
standard himself. 

Arye, as hie likes τὸ he called, was 
speaking about the newest field 
schuol ta be opened by the Society 
for the Protection of Nature in Israel 
- the Hermon Field School in the 
foothills of the Hermon range, next 
door to Kibbutz Snir. It's easy to 
miss, because it looks nothing like 
the old concrete-bunker hiker's hos- 
tel with iron cots, straw-stuffed mat- 
tresses and army blankets. 

Nestled on aslope overlooking the 
northern tip of the Hula Valley, the 
Hermon Field School resembles a 
luxurious holiday village. The school 
consists of an administration build- 
ing, dining hall and educational cen- 
tre, split-level cottages for the staff, 
and handsome motel-like bungalows 
accommodating 150 overnight 
guests, 

All are connected by well-lighted 
sidewalks. Landscaping and garden- 
ing are still being carried out, but 
most of the buildings are shaded by 
the local Tabor oaks which, not 
surprisingly, SPNI managed to pro- 
tect during construction of the 
school, 

The “new standard” in the guest 
rooms translates into furniture of 
solid, polished pine (two bunk beds 
and two singles in each suite), crisply 
pressed linens and soft woolly blank- 
ets. Built into the wall next to each 
bed are modernistic, porthole-like 
reading lights. Each suite also comes 
with a powerful heating unit, lou- 
vered and screened aluminium- 
framed windows, and double lava- 

_ tory facilities. 

Arye, who is the director of the 
Hermon Field School, seemed 
almost embarrassed by the place’s 
plush character. “Yes, we've set 8 
new standard," he said with a shy 
grin. ‘And apparently we're a hit. 
Ever since we opened in January, 
we've been just about full up every 
night. 

“But the point we stress is tliat 
we're not a resort hotel. We're an 
educational facllity. The excursions 
wwe offer aren't simply for recreation. 
As at any of our field schools, our 
hikes are learning experiences.” 


MOST OF the school's guests are 
SPNI groups or classes of schoolchil- 
dren who come for anywhere from 
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Nestled at the foot of Mount Hermon, Israel's newest field school 
provides a learning experience— combined with the maximum 
amount of fun.

one to four days at a time. During 
the summer, the centre is devoted 
solely to SPNI groups, and Arye said 
a camping ground is being planned 
to accommodate the expected over- 
flow. Throughout the year, howev- 
er, individuals may stay overnight at 
the field school, if they book in 
advance and if they are SPN] mem- 
bers (although in speakeasy style, 
membership may be acquired on the 
spot; see prices below). 

On the evening before joining a 
schoo! group for a day's hike, we 
chatted with Arye about this jewel in 
the crown of SPNI field schools, and 
he proved eager to share his enthu- 
siasm for the venture. 

“We've had field school activities 
in this area for the past 12 years,” he 
told us. “These were centred nearby 
at Moshav She'ar Yashuv. and the 
people there did a fine job. But they 
didn’t have any dormitory facilities, 
People had to stay overnight at Tel 
Hai or Rosh Pina. Finally we've 
realized this dream -- ἃ proper facility 
for what I think is the most exciting 
area of the country. 

“And along with the top-class faci- 
lities,"" Arye went on, “we have 
top-class personnel. We have six 
professional full- and part-time 
guides, who include university- 
trained scientists and researchers, 
and seven women soldiers who are 
posted here as tour leaders. The 
SPNI headquarters in Tel Aviv tells 
me that the Hermon Field School 
has already become the number one 
choice among women soldiers, and 
50 competition for being placed here 
is especially tough.” 

Arye himself represents what may 
be a new standard of what are collo- 

wially called anshei haganat hateva 
Gate society personnel). The field 
school ‘type’ has traditionally been 
aruddy-faced, intense, kibbutz-bred 
son of the soil with an uncanny 
tesemblance to Amos ΟΖ. Arye Al- 


Alouf is none of those things. 

“I was born 29 years ago in the 
Baka neighbourhood of Jerusalem,” 
he told us in his relaxed, self-effacing 
manner, “I'm the son of immigrants 
from Morocco. It was while 1 was 
attending a mililary academy high 
school that 1 first got interested in 
the environment. A few pa. 22d: 
would take every opportunity to go 
hiking and comping throughout the 
country. It was our way of escaping 
the pressures of classwork. But at 
the same time | really developed a 
love of nature. 

“Then I went into the army for six 
years. I liked the army well cnough, 
and rose to the rank of major. But 
afler four years ut the same buse in 
Sinai - all through that difficult 
period of the withdrawal ~ well, that 
did me in. 1 had enough of the 
desert. My wife and I had always 
liked the North anyway. So 1 res- 
igned and we moved to Katzrin on 
the Golan Heights. We could never 
get tired of this area.” 

For the firat two years at the

WITH THE SPATE of visiting com- 
panies and the approaching Israel 
Festival, members of the public have 
been bemoaning the high cost of 
tickets. One mother of two — an 11 
year old and a five year old -- says 
that the cost of seats not only for

visiting companies but also for local 
performances, is too high for the 
average family. She says that pa- 
rents who wish to expose their chil- 
dren to ballet and other dance, to 
music and theatre, find that paying 
today's prices rules out going at all. 
She says that few productions make 
allowances for young children and 
most shows, even those designed 
especially for children, are prohibi- 
tively expensive. 

“Some dance teachers do make 


block bookings and some schools 
too, but not enough of them are 
active in this way,” she states. 
“Also, the prices of seals for many 


* performances are not graded, so that 


you have to pay the same for a seat 
high up far away as you would for the 
better seats.” 

Few places where children’s per- 
formances take place have appropri- 
ate seating so children often cannot 
see the stage properly. “Children get 
fidgety or fall asleep", she said. 
When [ pointed out that Yehudi 
Menuhin as a baby slept through 
concerts and that Beethoven used to 
fall asleep behind the piano when his 
father and his cronies made chamber 
music she responded that not all 
children were Beethovens and 
Menuhins. . 

Another matter for complaint, she 
noted, is starting times, There have 
been occasions when a show sclie- 
duled for 4 p.m. hasn't started until 
4,30, and there are the non-stop, one 
hour shows that make no allowance 
for a toilet call so that there is a 
disturbance during the performance 
as children have to be taken out. 

Yet the main difficulty is stil! the 
price of tickets, As a father pointed 
out, even NIS 20 is steep for a family 
of four. It is unfair to quote overseas 

ticket Prices as the salary scales 
aren't the same, Besides, in the U.S. 
there are reduced-price previews 
and more group bookings, reduc- 
tions and special performances for 
senior citizens as well as children. In 
London, tickets for many shows are 
sold at a discount at certain hours on 
certain days, (I once sat next to a 
young man who told me he had 
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drawn his ticket in a lottery and paid 
only £1.50 for his seat at a ballet 
performance.) 

Of course, the cost of bringing 
companies here is admittedly high, 
even when subsidized, but since the 
number of impresatios seems to be 
growing and they all seem busy there 
must be money in it. 

Despite the high prices, I have yet 
to see less than a full house for a 
well-advertised premiére. 


TWO INTERNATIONAL confer- 
ences refating to dance are in the 
planning stages for 1988.

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. YET ANOTHER world famous 
rock artist has confirmed -he will 
perform in Israel this year. With 
Santana arriving at the end of this 
month, followed by Eurythmics in 
June and Bob Dylan in August, it 
looks as though it will be a busy 
summer on tlie Israeli rock scence. 

Straight out of the myths and 
legends of the acid-saturated late 
Sixties, emerges David Bowie, a 
multi-talented performer who has 
become a leading figure in the Brit- 
ish and American rock scene over 
almost two productive decades. | 

Bowie, 40, singer and guitarist, 
composer, producer and actor, is 
best known for his appearance, his 
bizarre personality often oversha- 
dowing his musical talents. He began 
his career in the late Sixties — follow- 
ing an encounter with the 
psychedelic movement and a period 
in which he flaunted his eccentrici- 
ties and proclaimed himself a bisex- 
ual — with the release of his first 
top-selling single Space Oddity, fol- 
lowed shortly by his successful debut 
album bearing the same name. 

In 1972, Bowie achieved world 
fame, following the release, of his 
album The Rise and Fall of Ziggy 
Stardust and the Spiders from Mars. 
Bowie, in dyed orange hair, sequins 
and high-heeled boots, appeared to” 
his fans as Zigey Stardust incarnate, 
an image which stuck with him for 
years afterwards. 

Bowie did not leave things at that. 
Each of his albums following Ziggy 
Stardust wos accompanied with con- 
cert tours in which he appeared not 
only as a musician but an actor, 
transforming his concerts into huge 
multimedia shows. Albums such as 
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Bowie-20 years in rock, he'll be making his Israeli debut in September.

When it came to synchronize the two 
tape decks for playback, the hi-tech 
robot synchronizer turned out to be 
a lemon. Its replacement was a hu- 
man engineer with long arms; sitting 
for hours between two M-79, 24 
tracks, alternately pressing a thumb 
on the appropriate reel to keep the 
decks running exactly the same 
speed.” 

The final result is very evident on 
the album. Each song is brilliantly 
arranged, with Scholz at the guitars 
and keyboards, Jim Masdea at the 
drums and vocalist Brad Delp tear- 
ing his lungs out. The album 
breathes with the life of spontaneous 
creativity. 

On the album's liner notes, Scholz 
summed the album up very effective- 
ly: “It took nearly six years to con- 
ceive-and complete this album. No 
orchestral instruments or synthesiz- 
ers were used to create the sound.

A YEAR after Chernobyl, Warning, 
the Suviet's own TY film of how they 
dealt with the nuclear disaster, was 
last week sereened in Britain, and it 
proved to be quite an eye-opener. 

Blame for the nuclear sccident, 
which has so far killed about 36, 
according to Saviet authorities, and 
may yet cause the death of 1,000 
throughout Europe, was lid square- 
ly at the doar of the reactor techni- 
cians on duty in late April 196. 

Attempting to perform a series of 
delicale and costly experiments, 
staff switched off various safety 
mechinisms al the reactor, and then 
failed to shut it down after they lost 
control, The reactor began gaining 
power spontancously, leading to two 
explosions early in the morning of 
April 26, and the fear in the follow- 
ing days that the graphite teactor 
core woukd burn through to earth.

Later, 
the Jerusalem rabbi became ac- 
quainted with the scholarly work of 
President Yitzhak Ben-Zvi, who was 
a piuneer in te be them, 

But, stresses Avichuil, while Ben- 
Zvi was involved in scholarly re- 
search, his own interest is practical, 
“T believe that these tribes belong to 
Israel and must return,” he says with 
assurance. He admits that it is im- 
possible to talk about the genealogy 
of these groups with any degree of 
certainty, but he insists that it is 
possible to find probable areas in- 
dicating a former link with the peo- 
ple of Israel. In their prayers they 
mention the name Menashe. “But 
the most important thing,” he says, 
speaking of some of them, is that. 
they wanrto be Jews and are ready to 
convert. For such people, he insists, 
the usual rules for would-be con- 
verts, in which one is ubliged to try to 
dissuade them, do not apply. “On 
the contrary, we have an obligation 
to help them.” 


AVICHAIL HAS written a basic 
handbook on Judaism which is avail- 
able in Hebrew and English and also 
exists In unpublished form in Span- 
ish, French and German. There is 
also an edition in Kuki, the language 
of the tribes in Northwest India and 
Burma, with whom Avichail has had 
a good deal of contact. .

Some of the journalists who vi- 
sited them recently recorded a cer- 
tain bitterness at the “shame” they 
feel at having to convert, when they 
already regard themselves as Jews, 
but they also are reported as saying 
that they fully accept the decisions of 
the rabbis in this matter. 

Another problem involves their 
wish to come to Israel. So far, the 
Interior Ministry has not been recep- 
tive to their requests and has even 
tejected the application of 30 young 
people whom Avichail has selected 
te come to learn about Judaism.

THE ONI.Y REAL evidence of av- 
thentic Jewish links is with the de- 
scendants of the Marrunos, whose 
ancestors converted to Christianity 
under duress in Spain, but who con- 
tinned to observe some Jewish sites. 
These include a group of some 
30,000 in Majorca known as 
Chuetas, most of whom are now 
apparently pious Catholics. 

About 20 years ago, however, ἃ 
group of some 20 families weTe 
brought to Israel, but the attempt 
ended in failure and they returned to 
Majorca.

“because those involved were only 
concerned about their economic 
absorption and not their spiritual 
absorption.”

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THERE JS Anew consumer disease 

in Israel. It could be called the 

Matam Syndrome. It strikes most 

acutely at people who lost money it 

the collapse of the Matam consumer- 
chain last December. 

The major symptom is 1 phobia 
about paying in advance for goods or 
services to be delivered at a future 
date. Many customers lost hundreds 
even thousands — of shekels when 
Matam shut its doors. They have 
been burnt once, and have no inten- 
tion of putting their hands in the fire 


in. 

But unfeeling us it may sound, the 
more people who contract this par- 
ticular disease, the healthier the 
Israeli marketplace will become. 
The more others learn from the sad 
experience of Matum shoppers, the 
more our consumers will refuse to 
pay for gouds until they receive them 
or have some iron-clad security for 
money paid in advance. This will 
gradually change the norms of shop- 
ping for major purchases — such as 
cars, household appliances and 
travel tickets - away from the cur- 
rent practice of paying now and 
receiving later, while keeping one's 
fingers crossed that the firm does not 
go bankrupt in the mieantime. 

What happened at Matum? This 
was a major and supposedly firmly- 
established consumer-goods chain 
owned by the Moshav Movement, 
which had opened its doors to many 
non-rural groups of citizens, mainly 
through works’ committees. It had 
branches in Tel Aviv, Jerusalem, 
Haifa, Beersheba and Kiryat Gat. 
‘People flocked to buy through 
Matam because they felt secure with 
a big company, and it offered goods 
at attractive prices and on easy 
payment-terms. 

Matam should have been a heal- 
thy concern, according to the report 
of its temporary receivership ex- 
aminers. But it passed over large 
sums to other financially-troubled 
components of the Moshav Move- 
ment, and Matam cqilapsed in De- 
cember under the burden of debts 
amounting to $60 million. 


WHEN MATAM closed its doors, 
an estimated 1,500 customers were 


- still waiting for goods for which they 


had paid in full or in part. They are 
still waiting — and many are still 
paying, and will continue paying, for 
goods they may never receive. iow 
can this be? 

_ The usual Istacli method of order- 
ing major household appliances is to 
Bive a series of post-dated cheques, 
and receive the goods cither alter all 
the payments have been mude, oF 
sometime in the middle of them. 
Some customers choose to get ἡ 
discount by paying the entire sum in 
one go —i.e. “paying cash.” 

Of all the 1,509 Matum customers 
left holding the bag, only one had 
had the good sense to mark his 
cheques /o sahir, or non-negotiable. 
Unless cheques are marked thus, itis 
common practice in this country for 
firms to pass them along as payment 
for their own financial obligations — 
to suppliers, landlords, banks, etc. 
As soon as the post-dated cheque 
comes due, that third party can cash 
it. This remains true whether or not 
the customer has received, his goods 
from the firm to which the cheque 
was made out — even if that firm has 
Since gone bankrupt. 

If purchaser fails to receive his 
goods on schedule, or if the firm goes 

krupt, he may order his own 
bank to halt payment of those che- 
5 that have not yet fallen due. 
jut unless he has marked them lo 
sahir, this may turn out to be no 
more than a delaying tactic. A third 
party holding his cheques can apply 
to the courts for an execution order 
(hotza’a I’fo'al) to permit the cashing 
of them. After all, the third party 
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accepted them in good fuith as pay- 
ment for goods supplied or services 
rendered, and the bank of the unfor- 
tunate customer who signed them 
will almost certainly be obliged to 
continue honouring them. 


WHY IS THERE no legal protec- 
tion against the possibility thal a 
consumer may be left without his 
money or his merchandise? There is 
a clause in the 1981 Consumer Pro- 
tection Law relating to “advance 
payment and security” (clause 13). lt 
empowers the minister of industry 
and trade to issue an order designat- 
ing transactions in which the dealer 
may not receive an advance payment 
beyond a certain rate unless he pro- 
vides adequate securily a8 pre- 
scribed in the order. 


Unfortunately, the minister never * 


implemented this clause by issuing 
such an order. This has not been 
done despite repeated pressure from 
consumer organizations, I was told 
by Prof. Sinai Deutsch, legal adviser 
to the Histadrut’s Consumer Protec- 
tion Authority. Most recently, in 
January of this year (in the wake of 
the Matam collapse) Professor 
Deutsch sent a memorandum to all 
relevant government bodies with a 
practical proposal for such a ministe- 
rial order, and he is gratified that at 
least a preliminary discussion on the 
subject was scheduled by the minis- 
try for this month. 

In the absence of proper legal 
protection for the consumer, Lasked 
the legal advisers of the two major 
consumer bodies -- the Histadrut’s 
and the government's Israel Con- 
sumer Council (attached to the In- 
dustry und Trade Ministry itself) -- 
how the consumer should behave 
until the government gets around, 
belatedly, to providing adequate 
safeguards against a repeat of the 
Matam phenomenon. The advice of 
both lawyers was more or less the 
same, but not identical - and I was 
reminded of the wisdom of the pro- 
hibition against asking the same 
question of two different rabbis! 


DANNY ERNST, of the Consumer 
Council, took the more aggressive 
position — perhaps because the coun- 
cil has been more directly involvedin 
dealing with Matam victims. After 
the collapse, the council set up 
emergency registration centres in 
the four cities where Matam had 
operated, and 1,150 of the viclims 

ve the council a power of attorney 
to act on their behalf. 

At the time of this writing, the 
council was still negotiating both 
with the temporary receiver of 
Matam and with the Moshav Move- 
ment on the customers’ behalf. 
Meanwhile, Ernst got the Tel Aviv 
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District Court to prohibit this receiv- 
er from cashing any further cheques 
in its possession from purchasers 
who had not received their goods. 

This, however, did not solve the 
problem of cheques that had been 
passed on tu a third party or of those 
cheques in the hands of the two 
banks that handled Matam’'s 
accounts. Ernst feels that the latter 
should also be frozen, because he 
claims the banks knew in advance 
that Mapam was in financial trouble. 

Ernst would like to see Israeli 
consumers force a change in the 
norms of appliance-buying here. He 
implores people to pay no more than 
5 of 10 per cent as a deposit when 
placing an order, with the remainder 
to be paid only when the appliance is 
delivered to their home. “As long as 
you hold the bulk of the money, you 
are the boss,” he says. 

As to what to do if shopkeepers 
and manufacturers refuse to deliver 
until they see that your cheque is 
cleared, he suggests that you offer to 
give a cheque or cash to the delivery- 
man. He urges consumers to play 
tit-for-tat with merchants. “Why 
should you trust the merchant and 
“......................-------------.-.- 


MARKETING 
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pay him months in advance for 
goods, if he won't trust you to pay on 
the day of delivery?" he asks. 

At the same time, Ernst does have 
some advice for those consumers 
who feel that they must pay in adv- 
ance and wait for goods -- sometimes 
because this is the only way they can 
get ἃ particular brand or model they 
want. The advance-payment system 
is especially common for refrigera- 
tors - and there are over 600 of 
Matamr'’s 1,500 victims ta support 
that assertion. 


IDEALLY, one should not pay for 
goods in advance without a bank 
guarantee from the merchant, Ernst 
says, but he admits that few firms are 
set up to provide one. An alterna- 
tive, but less secure, is to get an 
undertaking of “personal liability” 
from the merchant as an individual, 
with his [.Ὁ. number and home 
address, and not from his firm which 
is probably a limited company. 
However, if the firm fails and he has 
no money of his own, that won't help 
much. 

If, given today's market realities, 
you decide to give cheques in δάν- 
ance, Ernst stresses, be sure to make 
them non-negotiable - if you make 
out your cheques in English, you may 
write “non-negotiable” in English 
too, and this will have legal validity, 
Ernst says. 
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An alternate way to make ἡ che- 
que non-negotiable is to delete the 
printed word ['pekudit (“to the 
order of") and write bilvad (“only"’) 
after the name of the merchant. 
When “to the order of” is scratched 
oul the payee can no longer “order” 
the cheque around as he pleases; itis 
for his direct use alone. 

To be on the safe side, Ernst 
suggets employing both the above 
procedures. As an extra precaution, 
you should also turn the cheque into 
what is known here, as in Britain, as 
a “crossed cheque” by placing two 
parallel lines diagonally near the top 
of it. This means that it is “for 
deposit only” in an account, and not 
to be exchanged for cash. 

Ernst warns that writing the words 
τιμίαν bitvad (“for the beneficiary 
only"), as some people do, has no 
legal significance and does net pro- 
tect a cheque from being negotiable. 

The best protection, he empha- 
sizes, is the formula fo sahir (*non- 
negotiable”). 


OVER AT the Histadrut’s Consum- 
er Protection Authority, Professor 
Deutsch also urges making cheques 
non-negotiable — but he suggests 
using one of the two above- 
described formulae, not both 
together. He also endorses the idea 
of limiting advance payments as 
gnuch as possible — but the percen- 
tage he mentions is “up to 20 per 
cent” as against Ernst's maximum of 
10 per cent. He assumes, moreover, 
that the remainder of the payment 
will be required “one or two days 
before delivery." with“ perhaps a bit 
withheld until the goods arrive at the 
doorstep.” 
For some years, Deutsch has been 
lobbying for the introduction ofa 
. special type of che: ue, called a “con- 
sumer cheque,” which would have a 
limited negotiability. The payee 
could pass it on to a third party, but 
the customer could cancel tt through 
an order to his bank if the goods 
failed to arrive, or the firm went 
broke. This would be more popular 
with merchants than truly ποη- 
negotiable cheques. If everybody 
starts to use non-negotiable che- 
ques, firms will have ta revise their 
entire way of doing business. 
Deutsch mentions that using a 
credit card to make instalment pay- 
ments is safer for the consumer than 
post-dated cheques. According to 
the Credit Card Law of 1986, any 
instalment due later than 35 days 
subsequent to the original credit- 
card order can be cancelled if goods 
are not received as promised -- or if'a 
company fails. 
ff one clear lesson has been 
learned from the collapse of Matam 
_ (and the Clarin building company at 


+ 


the beginning of last year), says 
Deutsch, it is that “it is not practic- 
able for the consumer to try and 
judge the econumic viability of any 
company. Even the biggest can fall." 


IN THE LIGHT of all this advice, 
especially that of the Consumer 
Council to limit advance payments 
to 5-10 per cent and pay the rest on 
delivery, 1 did a fittle market re- 
search of my awn to sec just how 
easily this could be put into practice. 
Some merchants laughed in my face; 
others were teceptive to the idea, 
After much thought, | have de- 
cided not to mention any company 
names in this article - neither these 
who were in favour, nor those 
against. Readers sometimes inter- 
pret my reporting about certain 
firms as “recommending” them, 
which is never the case. But in this 


εὐ particularly sensitive matter, I shall 


avoid givmg the impression that 
one’s money is safer with one firm 
than with another. 

Curiously - or perhaps not so 
curiously — it is the larger and longer- 
established manufucturers and met- 
chants who are least receptive to the 
idea of collecting payment for mer- 
chandise after it reaches the purchus- 
er’s home. These firms are speaking 
from a position of strength, since, 
rightly or wrongly, the consumer 
public generally trusts a large or 
long-established firm to deliver the 
goods as promised, or only a hittle bit 
late, 

Those merchants who express a 
willingness to take a small deposit 
and collect the rest on delivery tend 
to be the newer, younger or more 
aggressive private dealers or 
electric-goods chains with a strong 
competitive spirit. One such Tel 
Aviv dealer promises 24-hour deliv- 
ery from his stock warchouse for 
virtually any household appliance — 
and says his prices can't be beaten. 
One chain of shops in the coastal 
area says it is ready to provide an 
consumer with a dollar-linked bank 
guarantee, costing 1.5 per cent of 
the purchase price on anything he 
orders on the advance-payment 
plan. This same chain is also recep- 
tive to, if not enthusiastic about, the 
idea of paying for gouds on delivery. 

At the other extreme, a former 
sales manager for a leading ap- 
pliance manufacturer told me it 
would be entirely impractical to ex- 
pect burly deliverymen to deal with 
the complexities of collecting large 
sums in cash or cheques at private 
homes. “We cannot send a Brinks 
truck with each delivery,” he quip- 
ped. He also felt this system would 
be likely to result in disputes as to 
exactly what the customer owed, 
“and then what would the delivery- 
man do -- take the goods back 
again?” 

Another marketing manager for ἢ 
major manufacturer suggested it 
would be wise for the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association to set up a fund 
which could provide guarantees for 
customers’ monies paid in advance - 
with similar funds on behalf of the 
merchants’ and importers’ associa- 
tions. He believes that the focal 
tradition of advance payment is too 
deeply ingrained in our economy to 
be replaced easily. 

Protection of consumers’ money 
paid out in good faith, however, is 
too basic a consumer right to leave to 
voluntary action on the part of the 
business community. The real 
answer, of course, is for the Industry 
and Trade Ministry to implement 
Clause 13 of the Consumer Protec- 
tion Law, making it illegal for deal- 
ers 1o take payment in advance for 
goods without providing iron-clad 
guarantees for the customer's 
money. This regulation Is already 
longoverdue. ‘oa 
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THE MARK of Gilberto Zorlo’s

Zorio has been anchored to the 
methodology and procedural com- 
ponents of making art works, rather 
than iconography, ever since his 
artistic uctivities hegan with the Arte 
Povera (Poor Art) movement in 
Northern Italy during the tate "60s. 
Artists associated with Arte Pavera 
(Anselmo, Kounclis, Zorie ete.), a 
term coined by the critic Germano 
Celant, dissociated themselves from 
the accepted modes of “fine art” 
media, both materially and from an 
image point of view, This quest led 
ta visual discussions of disorder and 
chaos instead of harmony and order, 
viewing several positions instead of 
one subject and scientific references 
that demanded the anarchistic fab- 
rication of three dimension! pieces. 
Arte Povera, and Zorio within its 
midst, hegan with a radical use of 
caw, aggressive materials, extreme 
forms and unsophisticated industrial 
objects that exuded a sense of real 
danger and physical vulnerability to 
the viewer, then progressed to a 
quieter cunceptual position where 
the ait became more of a descriptive 
invesligation. The use of energy via 
chemicals, heat and light to support 
change became an essential element 
in Zoriv’s art. Together with metals,

wood, glass, rubber, asbestos, hides 
and real, manufactured, objects, 
Zorio found the combination for 
works that could react to their own 
inherent lexicon in nature and de- 
sign. Encrustation on brass pipes, 
pale blue pools born of acidic reac- 
tions and films of salt provided by 
evaporation are examples of the 
changes within the works. 

The entire field of installation art, 
sitings or the artist's monologue with 
materials and procedures and the , 
“how " processes of art is now so far 
behind us that its rejuvenation now 
points out the lack of real purpose 
and Jasting interest in the styte.

standing, the anlonker should be 
initiated into the ‘energy™ cult of 
Zorio and Arte Povera. There 
doesn't seem ta be enough material 
or sculptural content to make 
Zorio's art appreciable for any great 
time span, despite the fact that time, 
real time, is an integral part of his 
product.

_ Reisinger is a skilful graphic de- 
signer. His paintings, even though 
they contain the sensual tactile sur- 
fuces of encrusted gel, saddled by 
films of smokey grey ficlds, project 
the rightness of design. However the 
expedience of choosing colour for its 
effectiveness is neglected for its 
affectation. Reisinger’s surfaces dis- 
play a concern with decoration as 
much as the psychological impetus of 
abstract expressionism. 


BY USING collage and extraneous 
design elements in her black-and- 
white figure drawings,.Esther Peretz- 
Arad has not increased either the 
intensity of her surfaces or her sensi- 
tivity to creating better combina- 
tions of descriptive renderings in 
light and shade. The collage draw- 
ings are free and easy and the techni- 
que of cut and paste fits snugly 
within the picture frame, but 
together they only force an intricacy 
that detracts from Peretz-Arad's in- 
timate dialogue with her models.

YOAV BAREL (1933-1977) was an 
artist and teacher who also served as 
art critic for Ha'aretz for several 
years.

reductions of the subjects. Early 
compositions display # ‘‘flirtation™ 
with local school of Fantustic Real- 
ism, while works from the mid ‘60s 
are pronounced with the mini- 
skirted “birds” of the Beatles, de- 
scribed in blinding day-glo oranges, 
reds and pinks.

BIOGRAPHICAL REF 
ENCES to the architecture of Erich 
Mendelsohn (1887-1953) invariably 
dwell on the exuberantly expressive 
buildings he designed in Germany. 
prior to 1433 - such us the sinueus 
Einstein observatory at Potsdam, or 
the dramatically curving facades of 
the Shecken department steres in 
Stuttgart snd Chemnitz. The present 
exhibition “Erich Mendelsohn in 
Palestine” highlights another phase 
in his architecture, the major build- 
ing projects undertaken in this coun- 
try, hoth executed anil unrealised, 
spanning some 20) years. 

The two curators, Gilbert Herbert 
and Ita Heinze-Greensburg, have 
pooled their specialist knowledge on 
Mendelsohn; Prof. Herbert, in the 
course of his studies of the 
architectural history of Haifa, has 
documented Mendelsohn's earliest 
proposals for buildings dating from 
the early 1920s, while Heinze- 
Greenburg has contributed material 
and expertise accumulated through 
amassing ἃ Ph.D. thesis on the topic 
of this show, which is being held 
under the auspices of the ducu- 
mentation unit of the Technion's 
architectural faculty. 

On display are photographs, 
press-cuttings, drawings and unpub- 
lished !etters which, together with 
explanatory material, put Mendel-

fe here in 1934 and opened his 
office-homte in the stone windmill on 
Rambum Street, Jenisuiem - now a 
shopping mill) was the Weizmann 
House at’ Rehovot, completed in 
1938, Other projects followed, 
among them the Shocken House and 
Library, the Hadassah Hospital on 
Mount Scopus and the Government 
Hospital in Haifa, later known us the 
Rambam. His major design (1934- 
40) was for the Hebrew University 
on Mount Scopus, but few of the 
individual buildings were erected to 
his designs, since many of the donors 
exercized their right to choose their 
own architect. 

Comparing photographs of build- 
ings designed earlier by Mendelsohn 
in Germany with this later work, ane 
perceives that a new restraint had 
now entered his work which, only 
occasionally, gave a glimmer of his 


previous flamboyant style. In place ἢ 


of sweeping sculptured forms, he 
introduced features appropriate to a 
Mediterranean climate: terraced 
roof levels, open curving balconies, 
small round windows and domes. 

In 1941. when local building pro- 


jeets all ceased, Mendelsohn rehic- 
tantly accepted an academic post in 
the U.S., marking time, so he 


hoped, until he was offered a prom- 
inent and permanent position back 
in Palestine. Bul public opinion, it 
seems, was against him and no firm 
promises of a job were forthcoming. 
Disillusioned and disheartened, 
Mendelsohn settled permanently in 
America, designing, among other 
buildings, a series of lavish commun- 
ily centres and synagogues for 
wealthy Jewish congregations. 

This is a serious and illuminating 
exhibition which deserves a more 
respectable venue than the present 
one, which is in unfortunate proxim- 
ity to a busy and untidy eafeteria.

Homage to Susan

JERUSALEM LAST year lost an 
outstanding artist and teacher in 
Susun Donner-Cohen (1942-86) an 
American-born and trained realist 
with a great gift for picture-making 
and composition. She was a skilled 
portraitist in the post-Impressionist 
manner (see the beautifully painted 
“Spectacles”, 1975) but progressed 
to the high-colour realism of current 
American painting in the perfectly 
composed horizontal portrait of her 
daughter Sandy (26) completed in 
1985. Battling cancer for the last few 
years, itis little wonder that many of 
her late paintings and pastels deal 
with her husband, children and 
mother. The pastel of the latter is 
mostly made up of the untouched 
arches paper: while a nude entitled 
“Naked Meat” (25) is remarkable 
both fn technique and feeling as well 
as in use of light. ἡ 
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_ Two large late works of bicyelists 
in Central Park are very well brought 
off. [1 is also of interest to see how 
her pastel and oil sketches of “Arab 
Market™ progressed to the ultinute 
success of dusty light in the best oil 
version (6). The artist ultimately 
re-invented everything in the studio, 
achieving breadth by eliminating cv- 
erything not essential ta the com- 
pleted picture. No matter that she 
was not inventing ἃ new style. She 
Με: a sensitive, top-rank profession- 
al. 

Also at the same venue are large 
low-key oils by Bent Zilberman, ἃ 
former Avni Institute student and 
later a teacher there. His limited 
palette and use of blacks and low 
tones makes for an easy formula and 
some of the works are so minimal as 
to be devoid of much interest: but 
others work well, even if a bit slick. 


In an adjoining gallery, Nira Savir 
(ὃ. Israel, 1945) another sometime 
Avni student, also spent a few years 


at Bezalel. She has progressed from 
a highly effective post-Kandinsky 
type of abstraction to works of sym- 
bolic realism; and this show is of 
painted assemblage, cutouts of

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THE FULL title of this hook is 
Semites. and Aati-Semitr An dae 
quiry_ inte Conflict and Prejtudice. 
The fact that the word “and” of the 
main title is given in italics, sul this 
emphasized, is signiticant. IL means 
that the hook deals not - as an 
inattentive reading of the title would 

est — with Semites versus anti- 
Semites. or with the two as being two 
distinct groups. but with Semites ay 
anti-Semites. One even wonders. 
why Professor Lewis did net sec fit to 
choose the far more comprehensible 
title Semites as anti-Semites ot, bel- 
ter still, Auti-Semitic Semites. 

The spectacle of Semiles being 
anti-Semitic -- or, for that matter, of 
Arabs being anti-Arab, blacks being 
anti-black, Soviets being unti- 
Soviet, or even Jews being anti- 
Jewish -- is not such a rare one, nor 
can it be said to constitute an 
absurdity. As far as one can perceive 
from reading this book, the reason 
its author chose to stress the point is 
to counter the admittedly absurd 
notion -- which Lewis says is intro- 
duced “by or on behalf of Arabs” -- 
that Arabs “cannot be anti-Semitic. 
since they themselves are Semites." 

It is curious, however, that in 
refuting this notion, the author para- 
phrases an argument submitted over 
two decades ago by Yehoshafat Har- 
kabi. “The logic of this,” writes the 
author, referring to the notion that, 
as Semites. Arabs cannot be anti- 
Semitic, “would seem to be that 
while an edition of Hitler's Mein 
Kampf published in Berlin or in 


Buenos Aires in German or Spanish 


is anti-Semitic, an Arabic version of 
the same text published in Cairo or 
Beirut cannot be anti-Semitic, be- 
cause Arabic and Hebrew are cog- 
nate languages.” 

This paraphrase is doubly unfor- 
tunate. In the first place, it is grossly 
and distressingly inaccurate, being 
totally unfaithful to the original. For 
while the relevant footnote informs 
us that “The point is made by Harka- 
bi, Arab Attitudes to Israel, p. 223.” 
here is what Harkabi actually wrote: 
referring to “the argument that Arab 
anti-Semitism is a contradiction in 
terms,” and rightly calling it “only a 
play on words." Harkabi then asks: 
“if the publication of the Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion is an anti- 
Semitic act in Sweden, why should 
the issue of an Arabic translation {of 
the same tract] be regarded in any 
other light?” No mention is made 
here of the fact that Hebrew and 
Arabic are cognate languages, OT 
that this truism had ever been adv- 
anced as an argument that Mein 
Kampf or the Protocols, in their 
Arabic versions, “cannot be anti- 
Semitic.” After all, these and similar 
tracts would be equally anti-Semitic 


in any language, not excluding Heb- 
Tew! : 


Secondly and more crucially, Pro- 
fessor Lewis's reformulation of the 
question in this way lays him open to 
the charge of trying to reduce a given 
argument to a mere caricature, 
thereby making it all the easier for 
him to demolish. The question, as 
put by Harkabi-—and as it ought to be 
put—is this: should an Arabic trans- 
lation of Mein Kampf or the Pro- 
focols, done and published in an 
Arab capital, be seen as proof posi- 
tive of the existence of Arab or 
Moslem anti-Semitism — just as these 
same works in German, English. 
Russian, Spanish, French or Hunga- 
rian signify the prevalence of anti- 
Semitism in the Christian West in 
| sy and in the countries in which

tract -- no matter in how many copies 
and editions — cannot in itself be 
taken as indicating the prevalence or 
even the existence of an Arab or 
Moslem variety of anti-Semitism. 
And not because of the ludicrous 
reason that “Arabic and Hebrew are 
cognate languages” but rather be- 
cause the assortment of myths, here- 
sies and prejudices commonly called 
anti-Semitism are foreign both to 
‘Arabic culture and tradition and to 
Islam as 8 religion. Professor Lewis 
shows this in the present work, as 
well as in his recent book, The Jews 
of Islam. 

The difficulty with Semites and 
anti-Semites is that one finds as many 
stalements and arguments one fully 
agrees with as those with which one 
tends totally to disagree. Referring 
for instance, to the difficulty of de- 
termining “the difference between 
hostility to Jews and opposition to 
Israel or Zionism,” the author re- 
marks that “even the terms are diffi- 
cult to define, and are used with 
multiple and changing meanings. 
He then asks: “What is Israel, what 
is Zionism, and who, for that matter. 
are the Jews?” : 

However, while Professor Lewis 
rightly finds it so gallingly difficult to 
determine, “with any precision or 
certainty,” the difference between 
opposition to Israel or Zionism and 
hostility to Jews, he does not make 
enough of an allowance for this diffi- 
culty when dealing with manifesta- 
tions of confusion betwecen the two 
where Arab and Moslem sources are 
concerned. He thus makes light of 
the insistence by “Arab spokesmen 
in the West” that their quarrel is with 
the Israeli state and Zionist ideolo- 
gy. not with the Jews as such nor the 
Jewish religion. : , 

“This argument,” he writes dis- 
missingly though quite convincingly. 
“is not strengthened by attacks on 
Jewish religious buildings or com- 
munal centres in Burope.” He goes 
on to quote a 1950 tract entitled 
Zionism and Freemasonry, written 
by an Egyptian of whom hardly 
anyone has ever heard before or 
since. “The Jews and Zionism,” the 


quote suirts, “are like an evil tree. Its 
root is in New York, its branches all 
over the world, its leaves the Jews — 
all of them, old and young, male and 
femule. without exception.” 

And so on. Is it reasonable to 
expect a man capable of writing this 
sort of gibberish to determine, “with 
any precision or certainty.” those 
subtle and annoyingly elusive differ- 
ences and nuunces which objective 
and erudite men like Professor 
Lewis admit are well-nigh impossi- 
ble to determine? Is it not the case 
that Zionist writers and thinkers 


“themselves habitually adopt Jews 


and Judaism as their own, endlessly 
quote from the Jewish Bible, every- 
where and on every occasion evoke 
“Jewish values,” and on the whole 
insist on a total identification be- 
tween Israel, Zionism, Jews and 
Judaism? Is not the name “Israel” 
itself taken from the word signifying 
“the Jewish People” or “Jewry?” 

Finally, this being the situation, 
ought we to leave it to Arab and 
Moslem writers and publicists and 
propaganda hacks -- whose erudition 
in such matters leaves a whole lot to 
be desired, anyway -- to disentangle 
this maze of contradictions, confu- 
sions and wilful distortions? 

Elsewhere in the book, Lewis 
writes: “Among Israelis, and much 
more among other Jews and pro- 
Jews, there is a tendency to equate 
enmity to Israel or Zionism with 
anti-Semitism and to see Arafat as 8 
new and unsuccessful Hitler and the 
PLO as the present-day equivalent 
of the Nazi SS." He rejects this 
attitude out of hand, by saying that 
“it should be clear that this is a false 
equation.” The Arab-Israeli conflict, 
he explains, “is in its origins and its 
essence a political one ~ a clash 
between peoples and states over real 
issues, not a matter of prejudice and 
persecution.” 

Two pages later, however, we are 
confronted with a problem. 
Granted, we are told, thal the Arab- 
Israeli conflict is a political one hav- 
ing nothing to do with prejudice and 
persecution, how come then that it 
has not yet been resolved, “like 
others elsewhere in our nina ον 
tury, by a combination of resettle- 
‘men ad some repatriation?” The 
poini is that the Palestinian refugee 
problem remains unsolved; that this 
failure to solve it ‘“was due to an act 
of will on the part of the Palestinian 
leadership and of the Arab states;" 
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and that this situation hus been the 
resnit of “the special sense af aut- 
rage™ experienced by the A rats.” 

Ta the question as to where this 
sense of outrage originales, the au- 
thor furnishes this reply: “The sense 
of rage, as is clearly shown in count- 
less speeches and writings, was due 
to the identity of those who inflicted 
these diamatic defeats on Moslem 
Arab armies and imposed their rule 
on Moslem Arab populations.” 
What really incensed, and continues 
tu incense, the Moslem Arabs is the 
fact that “the victors were not the 
followers of a world religion nor the 
armies of a mighty imperial power by 
which one could be conquered with- 
out undue shame -- not the Catholic 
kings of Spain, not the far-flung 
British empire, not the immense and 
ruthless might of Russia - but by 
Jews, few, scattered and powerless, 
whose previous humility made their 
triumphs especially humiliating.” 

Thisperception ~ duly backed by a 
quotation from an article published 
inthe Cairo weekly Al-Musawwar of 
December 1972 -- “15 still not in itself 
anti-Semitic,” the author concedes. 
But is the analogy justified? After 
all, neither the British nor the Rus- 
sians ~ nor even the French - ever 
sought to establish their awn respec- 
tive nation-states anywhere in the 
Moslem Arab world, while the Spa- 
niards, who defeated the Arabs who 
had previously conquered their land, 
were simply claiming back what had 
been lawfully theirs. 

Incidentally, this point has been 
referred to repeatedly in Arabic 
books and articles on the subject of 
Israel. The authors usually reject the 
analogies suggested here, making a 
clear distinction between coloniza- 
tion and settlement on the one hand 
and imperialism on the other. 

The very validity of the suggestion 
is indeed so questionable that one 
wonders why it is made al all. No 
empire with mighty armies has ever 
been known to seek a permanent 
homeland for its population or part 
thereof, eventually creating a state 
of affairs in which they have no- 
where else to go! Moreover, even 
had such a situation been fensible, is 
it being suggested by the author that 
in such acase, the Arabs would have 
tolerated a new, non-Arab state in 
the heart of their domain? 

‘The fact, as Professor Lewis him- 
self puts it, is that “in the view of 
most Arabs, the creation of the state 
of Israel was an act of injustice, and 
its continued existence a standing 
aggression." The conclusion to be 
drawn from this is that ‘even the 
frequently reiterated Arab intention 
of dismantling the state of Israe! and 
‘liquidating the Zionist society” is not 
in itself necessarily an expression of 
anti-Semitism.” 


PROFESSOR LEW%5 also touches 

upon the habit some Arabs and 

Westerners have of making compari- 

sons between Israelis and the Nazis, 

commenting thoughtfully that, “if, 
the Israelis were no better than the 

Nazis, then it follows that the Nazis 

were no worse than the Israelis.” 

Elsewhere in the book he quotes 

Arab spokesmen likening 
Menachem Begin to Hitler. Canit be 

that the author is not aware of the 

crucial role played by Israeli leaders 
and spokesmen -- and Begin espe- 
cially -in what one can only describe 

as the dismal banalization of terms 
auch as Holocaust, Nazis, Hitler and 
genocide? 

Lewis writes, with complete jus- 
lice, that comparisons between 
Israclis and Nazis “reflect ἃ signifi- 
cant change in Western attitudes to 
both.” Would it then be likewise 
true to say that comparisons be- 
tween the Palestinian organizations 
and Hitler's hordes — made habitual- 
ly by Israelis, including Begin him- 
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self, who ance referred to Arafat's 
“bunker” in besieged Geirit - re- 
flect a significant change of Israeli 
attitudes to Hitler? Aud this, not to 
inention the innumerable references 
made to the Holocaust, » term so 
horrifying and so special that it ought 
to be confined to describing the one 
terrible event for which it was speci- 
fically intended. 

As the author suygests time and 
time again, the whole subject of 
Israel, Zionism, anti-Semitism and 
Jewishness brims with paradoxes 
and cannot easily be tackled syste- 
matically and rationally. However, 
while he deftly and lucidly deals with 
some of these paradoxes and diffi- 
culties, here area few to which he 
does not pay much attention, 
although they constitute an integral 
part of an already messy situation: 

In his many references to anti- 
Semitism in the Christian West, 
Lewis consistently equates anti- 
Semitism with anti-Zionism or anti- 
Israelism. But surely he is aware of 
the existence of pro-Israc] anti- 
Semites who are happy to have a 
state around somewhere to which 
their hated Jewish fellaw- 
countrymen can conveniently emi- 
grate? 

Owing to the rather inadequate 
intellectual and academic standards 
previiling amongst Moslem Arabs 
who write about Israel and Zionism, 
it is amazing how sizeable a part of 
Isracli-Zionist ideology these would- 
be anti-Zionists have managed to 
absorb. Their failure to distinguish 
between Israclis and Jews, Judaism 
and Zionism, the Jewish Bible and 
Herzl’s The Jewish State is one aspect 
of this ready idcological receptivity. 
In a sense, indeed, the poor devils 
have merely managed to walk into ἃ 
trap: Having accepted unques- 
tioningly Zionisi's own definition 
of itself, they ended up being ac- 
cused of unti-Semitism! 

There is also the suggestion (not 
made explicitly by Professor Lewis, 
but following logically from many of 
the points he does make) that Mos- 
lem Arabs are so consistently hostile 


. to Esrael because Islam as a faith is 


fundamentally opposed to the very 
notion of the Jews - a despised 
minority condemned to an existence 
of subjection, humiliation and “pro- 
tection” — having a sovereign state of 
their own, of any size or description 
and anywhere on the face of the 
earth. This argument, threadbare to 
the point of absurdity though it 
plainly is, is worth mentioning here 
only because of the kind of crazy 
political-intellectual climate we now 
live in. For those who subscribe to it, 
the main merit of this argument is 
that it manages (o spirit away at one 
go the most crucial factors compris- 
ing the Middle East conflict: the 
Palestinians as a people, the re- 
fugees, the cultural and world- 
political orientations of the state of 
Israel and the status of its non- 
Jewish citizens, and tells us in effect 
that Moslem Arabs would have 
opposed and fought with equal vehe- 
mence and stubbornness against a 
Jewish state established in Black 
Africa, Australia, North America or 
somewhere in the vast expanses of 
Siberia. 

One last reflection. If this is a 
‘book on Semitic anti-Semites, or 
Semites as anti-Semites, it ought to 
have told us something about anti- 
Arab pronouncements and pre- 
judices, especially the current 
Israeli-Jewish variety now s0 preva- 
lent both verbally and in action. 
After all, this is as good an example 
of Semites being anti-Semitic as that 
of Moslem Arabs making pro- 
nouncements and acting against 
Jews. Or is the book meant to deal 
exclusively with ‘‘Arab anti- 
Semitism" — and if so, why the 
equivocal title? G 
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
